Republicans in their individual capac- 
ity are alarmed over the course of the 
President and Congress apon the Porto 
Eloan tariff, and are leaving thair 
homes to go to Washington to plead 
the cause of the constitution and their 
country. 


These men whose patriotism is above 


party have made known their mission 
and directed the attention of tbe Pres- 
ident to thfl probable resnlt of a tariff 
upon the products of a people who are 
entitled to receive from us tbe same po- 
litical consideration that the States re- 
ceive in the matter of tariff by one 
against the. other. 


The principles included in interstate 


commerce should apply under the con- 
stitution to Porto Bico as fully as they 
apply to the Statea upon every prin- 
ciple included within the range of jus- 
tice and right. 


These people by treaty have been 


made a part of us and are entitled to 
the came rights and to the same pro- 
tection that we, as citizens, individu- 
ally and collectively are entitled to re- 
ceive. But the truet power is such 
tbat the fundimental principles of our 
system, and the rights of a people, who 
are under the protection of the consti- 
tution and who should be under the 
protection of the laws of the country, 
are denied as the right of a free people.

Not that I find fault with 
youfj- Jesiring under certain circum- 
stances to express your esteem for one or 
more of your professors—not at all; for 
there are many of us who, under right 
conditions, would have liked to join in 
such expressions of esteem.

reproach upon yourselves and others. 


"Since my return to the University I 


have refused either to write or to speak 
anything for publication concerning 
these events. It has been my purpose, 
after duo reflection, to give my first pub- 
lio utterance, respecting these events 
from this University platform and before 
this body of students. I do not think 
this the place to speak of other matters 
than those that pertain directly to the 
Onivershty, but for fear of a possible 
misunderstanding, and remembering tha' 
it has been my habit, from this platform 
to appeal to our students for the exer- 
cise of the highest moral principles in 
conduct, such as truth, and honor, an 
loyalty, and courage, I now say in. this 
presence, in the broadest possible way 
that so far as I know there is not ai sylla 
ble of truth in anything that has' been 
published or said which impugns th 
motives or sound business judgment o 
the Regents or of the President. Indeed 
every charge that has been made is •with- 
out foundation in fact, rj^I without truth 
in its spirit. It has baen pwbliBhed over 
and over again that Professor Jackson's 
resignation was forced upon him, ancj 
that the President of the University was 
responsible for it. This is not true. The 
very opposite '.is the truth. Because of 
the esteem in whio'h Professor Jackson 
was held, both by the Regents and the 
President, every, honorable effort was 
made to keep l/un from offering his res- 
ignation. TS/e immediate occasion of 


consideration that would have TJeen given 
to any committee of citizens. This was 
a proper method on the part of the stu 
dents, creditable to their motives ani 
respectful to the Board. But when th 
majority of this same committee, tw 
days later, led the studenja- in lin 
through the streets, they committed 
grievous wrong; for without 'doubt, this 
demonstration on the part of the stu- 
dents was used to give a color of support 
and justice to the attacks fci>m without 
upon the Board of Kegents and the Pres- 
ident o£ the University. I now recall 


mt this is not the first tune that the stu- 
!nts have in this way brought reproach 
pon themselves and the University. 
During the last State campaign a body 
f our . students publicly insulted the 
governor of the State by a hostile dem- 
natation. I was absent at tlie time; but 
ast -winter, when legislation. respecting 
he University was on, I was spoken to 
y a member of the State Senate regard- 
ing the conduct of our students toward 
he Governor. It was the first knowl- 
dge I had of the affair and I was humil- 
ated, but made the best reEaration I 
ouli for you by apologizing to the Gov- 
rnor for your conduct. Again, several 
'ears, since, some of our students, having 
, fancied wrong against the good people 
£ Careon, insulted many of their best 
leople, who were coming t» Beno to give 
azc entertainment. I had to apologize 
or yotf then; but many of our friendB 
have nev»r forgotton and never forgiven
